Man Abont Town Cuts His Own Throat 
From Ear to Ear. 


— 


Lying atrogs 4 bed saturated with his 
own blood, and with his throat cut from 
ear to ear, a bloody razor lying between 
his feet on the floor, was the condition 
in which John Norton found ‘‘Ernie’’ 
Robin, about 6 o'clock Monday evening, 
when he (Notton) wert into his room in 
the Cassiar rooming house. Marshal 
Grant and Dr. Hughes were quickly 
summoned &nd found the body still 
warm, but with life extinct, evidencing 
the fact that death had occurred but a 
short time before the ghastly discovery 
was made, A coroner's jury was then 
empaneled, and upon examination of 
the room, found severel letters and s 
bunch of photograph®. Under the body 
were fotind a small ax,a jackknife and 
a razor, frm which it was ptesumed 
that he had choxen between chopping 
into his brain With the ax or cutting his 
throat with one of thé other instru- 
ments, and the bloody condition of the 
razor plainly showed that it had been 
the on! aged. Nd evidente of violence 
was fotind, dnd the vetdict of the jury 
was that death had been caused by his 
own hand. The presimption as that 
the deed was actuated by a etate of de* 
apondéenty and temforar} mental sber- 
ration induced by chronic alcoholism. 

William Ernest Robin was a native 
of Canada who came to Wrangéll about 
the titne of the fire in 1906: He was a 
very polite tnd gentlemanly fellow; and 
his actions and intercourse with those 
who knew him indicated good breeding 
and more than an average education. 
He was known to have received numer- 
ous letters and pictares from his people 
in Ctinada, atid Had often expressed a 
desire to accumulate & sum Sufficient to 
go “back home”; and it ie supposed

if an excessive use of alctholic liquors,

SCIENTIFIC STAIR SWEEPING. 





Method by Which Obstruction te 
Travel Ie Reduced. | 

“There is, It seems,” said the town | 
traveler to a New York Sun man,| 
“a scientific method of sweeping stairs ;) 
a method whereby the people passing | 
up and down, as on a stairway In con-| 
stant public use, may be, while sweep- | 
ing is going on, In the smallest degree 
possible, ipcommoded by it. 

“This method {is scarcely applicable 
to narrow stairs, but it may be applied 
with great advantage to the sweeping 
of wide stairs where the traffic is great. 
It was seen demonstrated on the broad 
stairs leading down to the subway from 
the entrance at the Brooklyn bridge. 


“It Is a familiar fact that the ordi- 
nary way of sweeping stairs Is to sweep 
the steps one after another In succes- 
sion, sweeping each one clear across 
from side to side. If the sweeping Is 
done {n this manner half the people go- 
ing up or down may have to dodge the 
sweeper. In dodging the sweeper they 
dodge into other people, and so the 
travel on the stairs may be congested 
and the whole movement impeded. 

“But by the scientific method of 
sweeping all this uncertainty about 
where the sweeper may be found Is 
avoided and half the stairway Is left 
constantly and entirely clear to travel, 
which can move up and down tn that 
open way quite freely and so with the 
least possible delay. 

“By this method the sweeper simply 
begins at the end of the step on one 
side the stairway and sweeps that step 
to the center. There he stops and goes 
down a step to the next one, to sweep 
that step in Ike manner, from Its end 
to the center, and so he keeps on down 
step after step, sweeping the stairway 
for one-half its width, keeping himself 
always on that side and leaving the 
other half of the stalrway entirely 
free. When he has thus swept down 
half the stairway he throws that side 
open and starts at the top again, now 
on the other side, and sweeps down in 
the same way, step by step, to the cen 
ter.”
